A 
clever device for this purpose Is mad* 
of two oblong pieces ot butcher's Hn 
en, sewed together la the form of 8 
case with an oilcloth Interlining Thi 
linen l» hemstitched neatly, and nhlU 
It protects* the cloth itself it does no1 
mar tbe appearance of the table, 
When soiled the oilcloth Is slipped out 
ard wiped off with a damp cloth, and 
the Hnen case goes to the laundry 
Several of these cases will be needed, 
but one piece of oilcloth will last (or i 
long time.
